A. SHAD BENNETT ARRESTED 
FOR MURDER PLOT IN ILLINOIS 


St. Louis Attorney Seized in East 
St. Louis Charged With OCon- 
spiracy to Kill Olen King. 

R, Shad Bennett, St.. Louis attor- 
ney, was arrested today on the 
sidewalk in front of the East St. 
Louis Federal Building, by St. Clair 
County Deputy Sheriffs, on a bench 
warrant from Jackson County, is- 
sued following an indictment last 
summer at Murphysboro charging 
him with conspiracy to murder 
Olen King, bankrupt West Frank- 
fort meat market proprietor, On 
whose life Bennett carried ‘instir- 
ance as part security for a loan of 
$20,000. 

Bennett was-taken to the St. 
Clair County jail at Belleville. He 
protested nst the arrest, claim- 
ing immunity through his appear- 
ance in the Federal Court ag an at- 
torney. 

Bennett was first arrested under 
the indictment in 8t. Louis last 
July and gave bond. He resisted 
extradition. Gov. Emmerson held 
that as it was not shown he was in 
Illinois at the time of the alleged 
conspiracy against King’s life he 
could not be classed as a fugitive 
from that State, and refused to is- 
sue an application for extradition.

SEVERE TEMBLOR, APPARENTLY 
IN THE ALEUTIANS, RECORDED 


Shecks Continuing for Three Hours 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 17.—A 
severe earthquake, apparently cen- 
tering in the Aleutian Islands of 
Alaska, where volca™oes have been 
active recently, was recorded on 
seismographs throtghout the Unit- 
ed States today. 

The tremblor was so severe that 
it shook the east-west needle off 
the roll of the Unfversity of Wash- 
ington seismograph here. 

The shocks began at 3:07 a. m., 
Pacific time, and continued approx- 
imately three hours. The east-west 
needle was put out of commission 
12 minutes after the disturbances 
began. The distance was estimat- 
ed at a minimum of 1300 miles in 
a northerly direction, which would 
place the center of the earthquake 
in the North Pacific Ocean or in 
the Aleutian Islands. 


A violent earthquake was record- 
ed on the seismograph at St. Louis 
University early today, starting 
Shortly after 5 o'clock and contin- 
wing fer more than three hours. 

The first sheck was recorded at 
5:09 o'clock and the secondary 
wave eight minutes later. The, 
Rev. James B. Macelwane, director 
ef the Department of Geophysics, 
placed the direction as northwest 
and the distance approximately 
4400 miles from St. Louis in the 
vicinity of the Aleutian Islands.

Start With Kellogg Pact. 

“The forthcoming meeting makes 
the Kellogg pact its starting point, 
Under that pact, the signatory 
Powers are pledged to renounce 
war as an instrument of national 
policy and to settle all ifiternational 
disputes only by pacific means. To. 
meet under such auspices is in it- 
self.a guarantee of success, for pol- 
icles of disarmament are the nat- 
ural consequences of the renuncia- 
tion of war. 

“Furthermore, it is expected that 
the participating Powers are com- 
ing to the conference altogether 
with an open mind, reposing each 
in the other full faith and confi- 
dence in the justice and fairness 
of their respective international 
policies, 

“There is, therefore, every rea- 
son for us to be sanguine as to the 
result of the London conference. 
The termination of competitive 
armaments and a positive reduction” 
in naval strength may, we believe, 
be looked for as the outcome, 


Japan for. Reduction. 


“Japan advocates reduction. She 
advocates scaling down the naval 
armaments of the participating’ 
Powers, and she herself stands 
ready to reduce her naval strength 
proportionately. 

“It goes without saying that, in 
so doing; she has to bear in mind 
the necéssity of keeping undis- 
turbed the genase of national secur- 
ity of the people. From this con- 
sideration she feels entitled to re- 
tain a minimum strength, insuffi- 
cient for attack and only adequate 
for defense in home waters, The 
proposals of Japan at the forth- 
coming conference are based upon 
this principle alone. She is pre- 
pared to accept a ratio that is less 
than parity with the other great 
Powers, and so gives clear proof 
of the entire absence of any 
thought of offensive operations. 

“We are confident that an im- 
portant progress will be effected 
at London in the great task of dis- 
armament and of guaranteeing an 
enduring peace.”

Shortly after the Japanese dele- 
gation to the London naval con- 
ference reached the Capital the 
American Government completed 
the list of those who will repre- 
sent the United States at the par- 
ley and announced that 67 men and 
women would be sent to London.
